lade President of tbe Senate 


by Unanimous Vote. 


LAWRENCE PRESIDENT. 


Meyer Is Speaker. Sleeper Is 
Clerk. 


Mclaughlin Turned Down. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript! 


BOSTON, Jan. 1.—The ballot of the 


Republican caucus for clerk of the house 
of representatives resulted as follows: 
Whole number of votes, 169; necessary 
for choice, eighty-five; J. W. Kimball of 
Lynn, four; Edward A. McLaughlin of 
Boston, seventy-six; George T. Sleeper of 
Winthrop, eighty-nine. Sleeper was de- 
clared the nominee. Captain Adams was 
renoininated for sergeant-at-arms and 
David W. Waldron for chaplain. 


The senate organized by the choice of 


George P. Lawrence of North Adams as 
president and Henry D. Coolidgeof Con- 
cord as clerk. Thirty-four votes were 
cast and the election of both was unani- 
mous. In the house George Von L. Meyer 
was unanimously re-elected speaker. 


The members of the senate met for or- 


ganization in the old senate chamber at 11 
o'clock. The senate was called to order 
by the senior member elect Hon. Joel D. 
Miller of Worcester. 
A committee was 


appointed 
to 
inform the governor 


and council that a quorum of the senate 
was assembled and ready to be qualified. 
The committee filed out under the escort 
of Sergeant-at-Arms Adams and later re- 
turned with the report that the governor 
and council would attend forthwith and 
administer the oaths to the members. At 
11.19 o'clock his Excellency and the coun- 
cil entered. The senate received them 
standing. The governor mounted the 
president's dais, the lieutenant governor 
sitting on his right and the members of 
the council ranging themselves on either 
side. The members of the senate took 
the required oath, no one desiring to af 
firm. The oaths of office having been sub! 
scribed to, the governor and party left. 
The only senators absent were Dallinger 
of Cambridge and Bradford of Springfield* 


The senate then proceeded to the selec- 


tion of president. 
Thirty-four ballots 


were cast, all for George P. Lawrence of 
Berkshire. Acting President Miller then 
declared the election of Senator Law- 
aence and appointed Messrs. Wellman of 
Middlesex and Darling of Norfolk to es- 
cort the president-elect to the chair. 
President 
Lawrence 
then addressed 


the 
senate 
and was 
listened 
to 


with marked attention. At the conclusion 
of his address Messrs. Atherton of Essex, 
McMorrow of Suffolk and Harding of Nor- 
folk were appointed a cojumittee to re- 
ceive, sort and count ballots for the elec- 
tion of clerk. The committee reported 
that thirty-four votes had been cast and 
that Henry D. Coolidge had received 
tharn 
all. 
President 
Lawrence 


declared 
him 
elected 
clerk and 


administered the required oath. 
Messrs. 


Bnrno of Middlesex, Darling of Norfolk 
and Riles of Middlesex were appointed a 
committee to inform the governor and 
council of the organization of the senate> 
The committe returned later and re- 
ported that the governor congratulated 
the senate on its choice. 


In accepting the presidency of the sen- 


ate Mr. Lawrence expressed his determin- 
ation to be sincere and just and asked the 
encouragement and co-operation of all the 
members. Mr. Lawrence should not at 
this time recommend and radical change 
in the rules of the senate. Some modifi- 
cations may be adopted, but he did 
not believe any serious departure is re- 
quired. 
He urged that 
efforts be 


made to bring about a short session. 
But a short session, he said, is not all that 
is to be desired. "All our work must be 
done carefully, deliberately and thor- 
oughly. Far better a long session than 
that legislation should be ill considered' 
or that the rights of the people should be 
in any way abridged. Important public 
questions require time for their considera- 
tion. This branch of the general court 
has contributed its share toward the grow- 
ing happiness, prosperity and honor of 
Massachusetts. 
In becoming members 


thereof we assume heavy responsibilities. 
We have promised to give our best abili- 
ties to the end that only wise and patri- 
ot! 3 legislation maybe enacted here. Let us 
solemnly resolve that when the record of 
our work shall have been written it shall 
be a record of devoted and consecrated 
services to the people of our beloved 
com men wealth." 


The vote for clerk of the house resulted 


as follows: Whole number cast 232; 
necessary for a choice, 117. George T. 
Sleeper of Winthrop got 122; E. F. Mc- 
Laughlin, Boston, 103; scattering 2. Mr. 
Sleeper was declared elected. 
Mr. Mc- 


Laughlin, who is a Democrat, has been 
clerk of the house for the past thirteen 
years. After the election of the officers 
both houses adjourned until tomorrow 
when Governor Greenhalge will be inau- 
gurated. 


SUPERINTENDENT RESIGNS. 


Becomes General Manager of Large Mills 


at Providence, R. I. 


Z. D. Hall, formerly superintendent of 


Boott Cotton mills, Lowell, and for the 
past six years superintendent of the 
Berkshire Cotton Manufacturing com- 
pany at Adams, has resigned to become 
general manager of B. B. & B. Knight's 
mills at Providence, B. I. 


Mr. Hall is an exceptionally competent 


mill man and his departure from Adams 
will be much regretted by the company in 
whose employ be has been, and by the 
many friends he has gained during his 
residence in that town. He was superin- 
tendent of the Boott cotton mills at 
Lowell for eleven years, and came to 
Adams six years ago to open the new 
mills of the Berkshire Manufacturing 
company. His work there has been very 
successful and his relations with the com- 
pany, its employes and the people of the 
town have been of the pleasantest char- 
acter. The position to which he goes is 
one of great responsibility, the concern 
being much larger than the Berkshire 
Cotton company, operating some 400,000 
spindles and 10,000 looms. 
The position 


of manager of this large concern came to 
Mr. Hall unsought and is one that he 
could not afford to refuse. 
He regrets to 


leave Adams, where his business and so- 
cial relations have been all that he could 
desire, and will take with him the best 
wishes of all with whom he has been as- 
sociated there in any capacity. Mr. Hall 
will be in Adams for a few weeks yet and 
will probably assume the duties of his 
new position about February 1.

The advent of the new year Was cele-

Most of 
the gentlemen wore white duck trousers 
outing shirts, sack costs or blazers and 
straw hats, while the todies looked very 
breezy in their white] dresses, some of 
white canvas, and stiouner shirt-waists 
and sailor hats. 


The guests gathered at Miss Pauline Bus- 


sell's home on Church street at 7 o'clock, 
the young ladies bringing well filled lunch 
baskets which were, as usual, transfer- 
red to the men. The procession to the 
Arnold residence, next door, was a very 
unusual sight to be witnessed at this sea- 
son, the summer attire being only par- 
tially enveloped in winter garments. 


The rooms where the party first assem. 


bled resembled the approach to a grove of 
pine trees. When all were in readiness to 
enter the grove the large doors of the 
spacious hall were thrown open and a 
complete surprise was presented. The 
large west front room had been turned 
into a veritable pine grove, to gain access 
to which a set of bars had to be scaled by 
both lady and gentleman. 
Tall pines 


were everywhere and the carpet had been 
covered with leaves and green stuff 
and immense Japanese lanterns and a huge 
grate fire furnished the light"for the pic. 
nickers. Large signs were conspicuously 
suspended from the lower branches of the 
trees and served to direct couples to places 
of interest, which in every instance proved 
to be shady and secluded bowers.

The Canedy Medicated Slipper Company 


Fitting U p a New Shop. 


The Canedy Medicated Slipper company 


is setting up an engine and boiler andVill 
put in machinery for the manufacture of 
medicated slippers and cloth shoes such as 
the company has been making for the last- 
three years. Heretofore considerable of 
the work has been done at J. M. Canedy's 
shoe factory, but now it will be all done 
at No. 15 East Johnson street. The mem- 
bers of the company are Thomas Canedy, 
E. E. Canedy and H. L. Canedy. From a 
case to a cue and a half of the shoes and 
slippers will be made per day. These 
goods are not handled by the shoe trade, 
but are' sold largely by druggists. E. E. 
Canedy says the demand for them Is good. 


The medicated slippers have been man- 


ufactured for some years in England by a 
Mr. Triokett, who was here a few years 
ago and talked some of starting a manu- 
factory at Zylonite, but was unable to 
make satisfactory arrangements. 
Mr. 


Canedy says he thinks Mr. Trickettwill 
come here ultimately and engage in the 
manufacture, of these goods. 
He has 


made a great deal of money in England 
and believes there is a good field for the 
enterprise in this country. 


POOR OLD ABE. 


A Few Words From One of His Wllltams- 


town Friends. 


WILLIAMSTOWN, Dec. 30,1896. 


Editor TRANSCRIPT:—Will you allow 


me a little space in your paper. I see by 
the Berkshire Sunday Democrat that Abe 
Hunter has gone to the town farm. I 
have known Abe Bunter for the last fit- 
teen years. Abe has always been a good 
man, to work. I think if Abe had kept 
right on working for farmers and break- 
ing grindstones, he would not have gone 
to the town farm. When Abe worked 
for farmers he always went to Stockbridge 
and Lenox every year with a span of 
horses and with plenty of money in his 
pocket.

The Baptst Union Had a Prof- 


itable Session Last 


OFFICERS AND COMMITTEES CEOSEff. 


Talks on Matters of Importance to Church 


Societies. George M. Darby and Ezra 


Whitaker Give their Views. Plans 


Outlined for the Year. 


There was a regular but unusual meet- 


ing of the Baptist Young People's union 
held last night in the Baptist chapeL It 
was very largely attended and was of 
much profit. The tone of the addresses 
seemed to be encouraging and the main 
idea seemed to be about plans to make 
tbe union more useful. 


The meeting opened by the singing of a 


hymn and prayer by the pastor, L. W. 
Eldridge, the recently elected president 
of the union presided and made some re- 
marks. Deacon George M. Darby was 
then introduced. 


Mr. Darby put forward the point, how 


much one can do for the master. He ad- 
vocated the study of the word for half an 
hour each day. He told how he used to 
carry the Sunday school times in his 
pocket so that he might study the lesson. 
He found that when he bad made the 
word helpful to his own soul he could do 
more in imparting it to others. Besides 
he found the most help, the best blessing 
by trying to get the best out of it himself. 
He spoke about the Christian culture 
course which he thought was worthy of 
the consideration of everyone of the young 
people. He drew lessons from Jeremiah 
and again emphasized the point that no 
one can do more efficient work for the 
master than by a study of the word. He 
suggested the starting of a missionary 
conference course, lamenting that the 
missionary spirit of the church is now 
very low. There is no other joy to com. 
pare with the joy of bringing a soul to 
God. 


Mr. Eldridge read a portion of the 15th 


chapter of John and then Bev. F. D. Pen- 
ney asked Ezra Whitaker to say a few 
words on Christian study. Mr. Whitaker 
thought he was to talk concerning the 
building up of the society. Three things 
he thought were necessary to tbe success 
of the union. The first thing was a large 
attendance; the second was the doing of 
work when present and when absent; 
the third was the better study of the 
bible. He spoke some of a correlation of 
studies saying there are a great many 
things that have direct connection with 
sacred history. Some of these things he 
instanced.

Nihilist agitator of Russia.

In explaining his new position, the gov- 
ernor said that he had been studying the 
OjBwstion very thoroughly, and bad come 
to the deliberate eoncTnsion that the Goth- 
enburg system Is s much better plan than 
MM present law, and that it would be more 
saMsactorr to the temperance people of 
Kansas. -Under that plan, as I under- 
stand it,' he said, 'the state would have ab- 
solute control of the liquor business. The 
state dispensary officers would purchase 
for manufacture the liquor, as the law 
might require, and, after having it tested, 
and seeing that it is absolutely pure ana 
free from all adulterations, would have it 
put np in original packages of various and 
convenient sizes for shipment to the coun- 
try or local dispensaries. Local dispen- 
sary officers would then have charge of 
the entire sales of liquor in their commun- 
ities, and would sail liquor to any person 
applying, except miners and inebriates. 
The liquor Is to be sold iu the original 
packages, and not to be drunk on the 
premises. 


The Americas Times-Record of Georgia 


made an unpatriotic utterance the other 
day and got called down by 'a neighbor. 
It said: "The South bore the brunt of 
onewarandgotlloxed; let the Yankees 
get the glory and the licking too in the 
next, is our motto. We don't want any 
more in ours."

It he were satisfied 
that nothing but immediate and decisive 
intervention on his port could save a 
great British community from armed vio- 
lence, his conduct will be approved here.

Promptly Sentenced to Ten 


Tears In Prison. 


EM! tf tin Cm li m«h Burglar Barrett 


Figure* Conspicuously. 


BOSTON, Jan. 1.—Janws S. Chaffer, the 


receiver cf 820,000 worth ol the proceeds of 
William Barrett'* burglaries, which In- 
cluded property stolen Iroin more than 
100 ho&ses in tb» suburbs, surprised every- 
body by pleading guilty in the superior 
court yesterday. 


Judge Gasklll promptly sentenced him 


to 10 years in state prison, the maximum 
penalty for the crime of receiving. He 
took his sentence calmly, and by dusk he 
was inside the walls ot the Charlestown 
prison, a fellow-convict with his friend 
Barrett. 


The unexpected turn in the case caused 


a great deal of discussion in police and 
legal circles. 
Not the remotest sign 


thatCbaffey had thrown up the sponge 
and determined to*plead guilty, escaped 
either the district attorney's office or tho 
defendant's counsel. 


The secret was closely guarded, for 


what reason is not known. Even people 
in the courtroom, outside of the court-at- 
taches and police officers, did not know 
that Chaffey had determined to throw 
himself upon the mercy of the court. 


' 
Quickly Done. 


After all the preliminaries were ar- 


ranged between the district attorney, tho 
police and the lawyers, Deputy Sheriff 
Tyler brought Chaffey up from the 
Charles street jail to the court house yes- 
terday afternoon. He remained in the 
prisoners' cage until about 4 o'clock, when 
he was called in and placed in the dock in 
the courtroom. His counsel, Uelvin O. 
Adams and Jesse Gore, were on hand to 
represent Urn, and Assistant District At- 
torney McLanghlin appeared tor the gov- 
orament. 


Clerk Manning did not read the long 


Indictment alleging IT counts ot receiving 
stolen goads. 


"What do yon say to ths indictment?" 


asked the clerk. Chaffey hesitated, and 
looked toward his counsel. They had to 
prompt him, and then, hesitatingly, Chai- 
fcy said, "Guilty." 


Colonel Adams at once started in to 


plead for a light sentence for his client. 
He maintained that Chaffey had been 
dragged into this affair out of pure friend- 
ship for Barrett, whom he had tried to old 
with money and in other ways. He asked 
for justice, declaring that his client had 
never been sentenced fox on offense of any 
kind. 


The prosecution, through Mr. MoLaugh- 


lin, reviewed the case. 
He asked the 


court to impose the extreme penalty. 
Judge Gnskill then1, without any more cer- 
emony, pronounced a sentence of 10 years 
at hard labor in the i>tate prison. Chaffey 
was hurried at once out of court. 


ChHffey** Career. 


Chaffey, an Englishman, 87 years old, 


lived with his wife at 31 Mt. Vernon 
street, West Bozbury. He tri«d to -.all 
some foreign postnga stamps at Tract's 
store, 21 Bromfield street. Trifet recog- 
nized the stamps as ones he had sold to a 
son of Banker Klclder, of Pcabody, Kldder 
& Co., and which bud been stolen by a 
burglar seven years before. Trifet set a 
trap for the man, which he fell into, and 
Chaffey WAS turned over to a policeman. 


He confessed to receiving the stamps, 


with a lot more goods from New York, on 
receipts given him by Barrett, who hod 
then been in prison a year on a life sen- 
tence for murder in killing James Farrat 
at Wuston. The goods were recovered by 
Assistant Chief Inspector Dugan on in- 
formation furnished by Chaffey himself. 
The property was worth 120,000.

BOSTON, Jan. 1.—The great and general

The telegraph 
wires in Maine were crippled all day, and 
there are still many places cut off from 
communication with the outside world.

A NEW MNP ISSUE. 


Report of Another Contract Has Not 


Tet Been Confirmed 


But Rumors Are Believed to 


Have. Foundation. 


tyndleate Cuttraot Said to B* Awaiting flw 


Government'! Aoooptarao. 


WASHiseToif, Jan. 1.—There are no new 


development* in Washington in the mut- 
ter of a new bond issue, and the opinion 
now prevails that It may be postponed (or 
a number of days yet. 


The -cessation of large withdrawals of 


gold feS1 export and the fact that one or 
more orders have been placed for gold ship- 
ments from abroad are important factors 
in the question of an early Issue. 


On the other band, the almost daily an- 


nouncement from the sub-treasury at 
New York that considerable quantities are 
being withdrawn in redemption of legal 
tenders would seem to justify prompt ac- 
tion on the part of the president. These 
redemptions, it is said, are undoubtedly 
asked for for the purpose of accumulating 
a supply of gold with which to purchase 
bonds when they shall hare been placed 
on the market by the syndicate, and as 
they now aggregate considerably more 
than $6,000,000 since the forthcoming is- 
sue became a settled fact, their early dis- 
continuance has became a matter of the 
first importance. 


This can be accomplished, however, 


only through the operations of the syndi- 
cate, and it is argued, therefore, that the 
Interests of the government lie in a 
prompt announcement of the issue. What 
would be the result of these conflicting in- 
terests is not now apparent. 


The report from New York to the effect 


that the members of the new syndicate 
have entered into an arrangement by 
which the government is to be at once 
furnished with $100,000,03(1 in gold, and 
later on, at its option, with (100,000,000 in 
addition, cannot be verified at this time. 


It is the general opinion, however, that 


this arrangement for an additional con- 
tingent amount was made with the ap 
proval of the president, who is anxious 
that this issue shall be the last during his 
term of office. It is believed further thaU 
the conditions as to the procurement of a 
part of the gold from abroad and that no 
part of it shall be withdrawn from the 
treasury are mode parts of the new con- 
tract. 


The forthcoming monthly treasury 


statement will show an excess of receipts 
over expenditures for the month of De- 
cember of about (543,000, which is a gain 
over November of about (1,800,000. The 
heavy payments on account of interest, 
pensions and Pacific bond redemptions 
during January are expected to result in 
a large deficit for that month. The deficit 
for the present fiscal year ending June 80, 
1896, is expected to be approximately $17,- 
000,000. 


These figures, however, are based upon 


the assumption that the receipts from 
customs will materially increase during 
the next three months, as is usually the 
case. 
Ready to Furnish Gold. 


A dispatch from New York say* that a 


contract was signed yesterda r by all the 
members of the new bond syndicate, sub- 
ject to the formal acceptance of the gov- 
ernment. 


The syndicate agree to furnish 11,600,000 


ounces of gold, amounting to about $300,- 
000,000 gold, the government to take one- 
half of this sum "first and to have the 
option of taking the other half, and to de- 
liver 4 per cent iiOnyear coin bonds at about 
the same price as paid for the last issue o( 
bonds; the managers ot the syndicate to 
receive n rr>n'iMi<^K»n of 1 per cent. 


utapatcft further says: The molt 


interesting piece of news In financial cir- 
cle* (next to the report that a contract 
bad been signed by J. P. Morgan & Co. 
tax a new government loan) was the an- 
nouncement that Lawson, Weldenfeld Ss 
Co. had offered (500,000 In gold from Lon- 
•nd that It will leave on Saturday. It la 
understood that the gold la imported for 
the purpose of paying for some of the new 
government bonds to be issued. 


Every one down town when questioned 


about a bond issue professed absolute Ig- 
norance on the subject, but on every hand 
it was said that when a new loan is made, 
due of the stipulations with subscribers to 
whom bonds are allotted will be that part 
of the gold to be received in payment 
therefor most come from abroad, and an- 
other will be-that none of the gold so re- 
ceived has been taken from the United 
States treasury for the purpose. A curious 
thing In connection with the importation 
of gold by Lawson, Weidenfeld & Co. is 
that bankers who sold them the exchange 
on which to Import the gold will have to 
export gold to cover their bills. 


It was reported that J. P. Morgan Ss 


Co. did not receive any subscriptions to the 
government bond syndicate after 8 o'clock, 
because the applications had amounted 
to 9150,000,000 at that time. 


It was also reported that the syndicate 


in the first instance was made up by J. P. 
Morgan & Co., the City National bank, 
the Hanover National bank and a German 
bank; that Messrs. Morgan & Co. would 
take $60,000,0000, the City and Hanover 
National banks (25,000,000 between them 
and the German house $33,000,000. Other 
banks and institutions are to be allowed 
to participate ata price in what is virtually 
to be a blind pool, the four members ot 
the syndicate mentioned handling tho 
bonds. 


Further proof was received of the or- 


ders given by London bankers to claim 
gold for all coupons payable in gold duo 
on Jan. 1, and remit the gold, or, as in 
some cases, retain It subject to order. 
In 


event of non-payment in gold, protest 
thereof is to be niadj. Many bankers also 
received similar instructions from interior 
banks with regard to coupons of the Penn- 
sylvania Kali road company and other 
companies falling due on Jan. 2. These 
banks, some of them in Pennsylvania, in- 
structed their agents here to remit thu 
gold to them by express.

The senate licld a two hours' session 


yesterday, in the course of which a speech 
by Mr. Mitchell on the restoration ot the 
McKlnlev duties on wool was listened to, 
and a resolution was passed for tne in- 
vestigation by the committee on naval 
affaits ot the prices paid by the govern- 
ment for ship armor. 


The most important feature of the ses- 


sion, perhaps, was a'resolution offered by 
Mr. Sherman for the restoration of the 
gold reserve, which thereafter, it was pro- 
vided, should be held sacred for the re- 
demption of the greenbacks and treasury 
notes, th< Cornier to be reissued only in ex- 
change for gold coin itnd bullion. Mr. 
Sherman will address the senate on his 
resolution on Friday. 


Mr. Elkins asked for the Immediate con- 


liberation of a resolution declaring it to 
be the sense of the senate that no bonds ot 
the United States should be sold at private 
sale or by private contract, but should bo 
disposed of by advertisement to the high- 
est bidder.

Bogrgs, who was tax collector of Wyan- 
dotte county, Kan., in 1859, and who sud- 
denly disappeared in that year with a 
shortage of about (5000, returned to Kan- 
sas City yesterday voluntarily to maka 
good his shortage. Boggs' father was gov- 
ernor of Missouri in 1834-88. When ho 
disappeared he entered the Confederate 
army. At the close of tho war he went to 
Colorado and engaged in the stock busi- 
ness. He never communicated with hit 
family, and all of them who are now llv 
ing supposed that ho was dead. Boggs' 
residence is now at Montroso, Colo. Ho 
returned to Kansas City solely in order to 
make good his shortage, having made a 
fortune.
